EDITORAL COMMENT 
MAGAZINE SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR LIBRARIES 


We have for years studied this problem, 
the solving of which means smooth and 
satisfactory service in a difficult field. We 
have discussed the questions with librarians, 
we have tried handling subscriptions in 
various ways. The solution is direct deal- 
ing by the library with one of the large 
agencies which deals directly with pub- 
lishers of the magazine. The local dealer 
or little agent cannot give a librarian real 
service. He does not know the whole 
field, he does not realize the library’s pecu- 
liar needs. We are convinced that giving 
your magazine order to a fellow townsman 
on the “trade-at-home”’ or “help the poor 
cripple” idea is only to court trouble for 
your library and its readers. 

The local agent must ‘‘clear” his sub- 
scriptions, or most of them, through some 
big agency. Here is chance for error, 
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for delay, for exasperating irregularities, 
and the trouble lasts all through the year. 
Let the local agent look after the individuals 
of the community, but turn him down when 
he comes to the library. We now advise 
our own local agents to let us deal directly 


with libraries. The margin of profit is so 
small at the rate quoted libraries by the 
large agencies that the small dealer can 
have little regret at losing the order.

CHARLES HENRY GOULD 
(1855 — 1919)

Mr. Charles H. Gould, whose portrait 
forms the frontispiece of this issue of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography, was for twenty-six 
years Librarian of McGill University in 
Montreal. Under his enlightened guidance 
and as a result of his incessant energy, the 
University Library was transferred from 
the single room which it occupied in the old 
Molson Hall to the fine Romanesque 
building erected and partly endowed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter Redpath in 1892. At 
that date the Library, excluding the Med- 
ical Department, owned 35,000 volumes. 
At the time when his untimely death 
occurred, Mr. Gould left a well-classified 
and completely cataloged collection of 
150,000 volumes. He had also been instru- 
mental in establishing in 1901 the first 
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Traveling Library system in Canada which 
has continuously been sending cases of 
books eastward as far as Newfoundland and 
westward as far as British Columbia. Mr. 
Gould also founded the first Library School 
in Canada when he gave instruction in 
Library Science at McGill in the summer of 
1904, thus laying the foundation of what 
is destined to be an important agency in 
the development of the profession in Canada. 

In 1907-08 Mr. Gould was elected first 
vice-president of the American Library 
Association, of which he became president 
next year, and in which he served as a 
councillor from 1900 to 1905. He was also 
a member of the Ex Libris Society, of the 
Bibliographical Society of America, and of 
the Champlain Society. It is not gen- 
erally known that, owing to the deep sense 
of duty which Mr. Gould felt for his respon- 
sibilities at McGill, he declined the posts of 
Associate Librarian in the Brooklyn Public 
Library and of Librarian of Toronto Public 
Library. 

But it is not merely for his professional 
achievement that Mr. Gould is remembered. 
His personality was an outstanding one. 
Scholarship he had, and a wide knowledge 
of bibliography in the best and broadest 
sense. He showed a rare combination of 
insight into the minutiae of technical 
cataloging with a broad vision of the needs 
of a developing country and a growing 
university. He helped even freshmen with 
the same zeal with which he collected Cana- 
diana, and many of his associates, who 
knew his modesty, did not always realize 
the depth of his self-sacrifice to his Library 
and to his profession.

Mr. Choate was a most prolific orator, his speeches 
and arguments covering many subjects. All of them, 
if they could indeed be found, would make a work 
of several volumes. Mr. Hicks has, in his selection, 
chosen from each class, and divided his book in six 
groups: About lawyers; Forensic speeches and 
argument of cases; International affairs; Political 
and governmental affairs; On events which inter- 
ested Mr. Choate as a citizen; After-dinner speeches.

MEISEL, MAX. A bibliography of American 
natural history. The pioneer century, 1769-1865. 
Vol. 2. The institutions which have contributed 
to the rise and progress of American natural history, 
which were founded or organized between 1769 and 
1844. 

We have already noticed Vol. 1, which was issued 
in 1924, and which was awarded the Eunice Rock- 
wood Oberly prize of the A. L. A. 

This, the second of the three books planned, is 
now available. In it we have a very comprehen- 
sive bibliography of the societies and_ periodicals 
which published material on natural history, each 
bibliography preceded by short history. A volume 
is thus produced of unique reference value, a com- 
pilation for ready reference of the publications of 
over 130 societies and periodicals founded between 
1769 and 1844. We welcome such an index to their 
periodical publication, and can but marvel at the 
industry of the author and bespeak for him the gen- 
erous support he needs in publishing the work, support 
in the purchase of copies by all the larger libraries.

MooRE, ANNE CARROLL. Cross roads to 
childhood. Another delightful book in fifteen chap- 
ters by Miss Moore, who, more than any other libra- 
rian, unless it be our recently departed Caroline 
Hewins, has come to rank as the foremost authority 
on children’s books and reading. 

Two of the present chapters are selected annotated 
lists of books—one “for middle-aged” children, 
(ten to thirteen years), the other for ‘‘in the teens.” 
The other chapters are delightful essays — child- 
hood experiences, rather —which both old and 
young will enjoy, and many a “review” of an 
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interesting book is concealed in these little rambling 
reminiscence stories.

Never- 
theless we have a highly exciting and “humorous” 
book, a new sort of detective story, which we com- 
mend to librarians to read and to buy.

HISTORY OF LONG ISLAND. We have before us 
another of those well-known County histories of the 
Lewis Historical Publishing Company. It covers 
Brooklyn and Queens Boroughs of New York City and 
comprises seven large volumes. Vols. 1,2, and3are the 
historical part, and cover quite thoroughly the counties 
of Nassau and Suffolk, from 1609 to 1924. Many inter- 
esting old views are reproduced. There are portraits 
of notable citizens of the past. A list of Long Island’s 
dead in the World War is a valuable reference index. 
Vols. 4 to 7 are given up entirely to biographical 
sketches of many hundreds of business men, many of 
the accounts being accompanied by portraits. Anindex 
makes reference easy to all whose names appear.

WESTERN MASSACHUSETTS.

These four large volumes are an important con- 
densed record of a territory rich in historical data. 
Vols. 1 and 2 are county histories, illustrated with 
interesting pictures of places and people.

3 and 4 give biographical notes on hundreds of citi- 
zens of the middle and western part of the state, 
many with portraits, including one of President 
Coolidge. Full indexes are included for ready ref- 
erence, both to the historical volumes and the books

MAGAZINE NOTES 


Amateur Movie§Makers’ Magazine is of interest to that 
growing class of amateur photographers who are using 
a motion picture camera. Also it will have an appeal 
to art students and amateur actors, for it is beautifully 
illustrated and quite inclusive in its contents, being the 
official organ of the sAmateur Cinema League. But 
oh, Mr. Editor, please watch your ‘‘make-up’’ man. 
He may be expert with the grease paint and powder, 
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but he’s very much of an amateur in magazine make- 
up. Notice what he has givenus. Vol. 1, no. 1, Decem- 
ber, 1926; vol. 1, no. 2, January, 1927; vol. 2, no. 2 
February, 1927; vol. 2, no. 3; March, 1927. Really 
that sort of thing ‘‘isn’t done’’ by the best magazines. 


Art and Archaeology, we would once more remind 
librarians and bookbinders, has no May number, 1926, 
(vol. 21, no.5). Just skipped it, hoping everyone would 
notice that no. 4 was called April-May on the contents 
page, but nobody did tll we told them, because on the 
cover and the first page of text it is only April. 


The Champlain Society of Canada issues publications 
from time to time, and is now in its twenty-second year. 
Subscriptions (of not exceeding $10 annually) are called 
for, and the twelfth $10 subscription has now been called. 
Members receive at least one volume free with each 
subscription paid. 

Seventeen volumes have been issued as a result of the 
first eleven subscriptions paid in. The first thirteen were 
numbered consecutively, comprising the books pub- 
lished as a result of the seven payments. 

Then a new series was started (unnumbered) and 
the eighth payment gave members Vol. 1 of the ‘‘Works 
of Samuel de Champlain. The ninth subscription 
brought subscribers Publication no. 14 of the old 
series, ‘‘The Canadian War of 1812, vol. 2. The tenth 
payment was for new series, and covered vol. 2 of the 
works of Champlain. The eleventh covers no. 15 of the 
old series, Canadian War of 1812, vol. 3, pt. 1. The 
twelfth will cover ‘‘Journals of La Vérendrye,”’ to be 
called Vol. 16, old series. 

Thus we have a very unusual sort of periodical of 
which the first six subscriptions covered vols. 1 to 
12, and the seventh to eleventh, vols. 13, 14, 15 and 
two vols. in the new series. 

Many libraries subscribe and more should enroll, as 
the books are valuable. 


Double Dealer has suspended with May, 1926, which 
we believe was vol. 8, number 48. A notice of suspen- 
sion for the summer of 1926 was sent to all subscribers, 
but up to February, 1927, no resumption had taken 
place. The publisher has plans, he writes us, but until 
they mature we will call the Double Dealer dead. 


Dramatist has issued a number called on the cover 
October, 1926 — January, 1927, and inside we find vol. 17, 
no. 4, followed on the seventh page by a heading vol. 
18, no. 1. So without reference to the cover, a simple 
surgical operation will separate these ill-assorted Siamese 
twins, each into his own volume. This little magazine 
is so thin, however, that many volumes can be bound 
in one book, and freakishly, the pagination starting 
with vol. 1, no. 1, is still running merrily along, vol. 18, 
no. 1, ending at page 1334. 


Educational Foundations, long indisposed, is sitting 
up now and almost well. February, 1927, vol. 38, no. 3, 
was issued in March, followed shortly after by a Febru- 
ary — April, 1926, issue, completing vol. 37, and a double 
number, October — December, 1926, which is vol. 38, nos. 
1-2. Joy at this patient’s recovery impels us to overlook 
the slight mental lapse, which during convalescence 
caused an inversion in the issue of three numbers and 
numerous ‘‘bunchings”’ of issues into two double numbers. 


Famous Stories is dead, and Golden Book will fill out 
its unexpired subscriptions. Number 17 was the final 
issue. No recent numbers had any month or year date 
on them. Good anytime was the publisher's idea. 


Libraries are entering the magazine field rapidly. 
Fore and Aft, vol. 1, no. 1, July, 1926, is in newspaper 
form and illustrated. It comes from the Toronto Public 
Library. Book Marks, vol. 1, no. 1, November, 1926, 
is a four-page monthly bulletin for the patrons of Des 
Moines Public Library. 


International Book-Want Journal, vol. 1, no. 1, Novem- 
ber 1, 1926, appeared. It was a semi-monthly at $2.00 
a year, but it died. Still we have The Bookseller and 
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Print Dealers’ Weekly, an international list of books 
wanted and for sale for the trade only. This started 
in September, 1926, ($2.50 a year; $3.50 after May 1, 
1927.) With this in the field, plus Publishers’ Weekly, 
any book in hiding ought to come out. 

Library Lions is the new name of the New York Public 
Library Staff Bulletin. The long name had a short life 
(two issues); and now we know what we only imagined 
before, that the staff is, or are, the lions of the library. 
We're glad to note that the editor has, in his review of 
“Smutty Nose,’’ given Edmund Pearson the “L.” 
which Lester’s publishers seem to have knocked out of 
him recently. 

Lloyds Weekly List did not publish May 5, 12, 19, 1926, 
on account of the general strike in London at that time, 

Midland Druggist, November and December, 1926, 
were not published. The former publisher went out of 
business, and after two months’ suspension, the new 
owners began with January, 1927. It seems as though 
a druggist ought to know how to revive himself without 
waiting for two months in a comatose state. 

New Jersey Library Bulletin has come to life. Vol. 
11, nos. 1-3 was, or were, February 1923; vol. 11, no. 
3 is, or was, November, 1926. We think this is almost 
a record sleep for any periodical, but we welcome it down 
to breakfast again. Have some corn pone and scrapple. 

Nomad began with vol. 3, no. 2, January, 1927. Jour- 
neys’ Beautiful ended with vol. 3, no. 1, Decmeber, 1926. 
Too bad the change could not have coincided with the 
beginning of a new volume. However, a Nomad is 
a wanderer. 

Outdoor Life. The season for outdoor sports is here 
again, and here is one of them. An index to ‘‘vols. 57 
and 58, 1926,’’ recently reached us, and it has no clue 
whatever to what magazine it covers. Its contents 
allude to magpies, motors, guns, fish, ticks, dogs, yellow- 
tails, the ‘‘end of big foot Mary,’’ snakes, deer, etc., 
Guess what magazine covers those subjects? 
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Popular Radio has felt the urge to greater things, 
and it is reflected in a change of size with May, 1926, 
vol. 10, no. 1. Formerly 10x7, it is now 114 x84. 
We take off our hat to the publisher who, rather than 
make the change in the middle of a volume, ended vol. 
9 abruptly with number 4, April, 1926. 


Print Connoisseur started its sixth volume (January, 
1926), with an innovation in pagination. Each article 
is called a separate ‘‘part.’’ Parts one, two, three, 
and four, which make up the issue, are each paged sepa- 
rately; really four pamphlets bound together. How 
shall we index such a freak magazine? 


Proletarian, vol. 9, ended with December, 1926, and 
vol. 10, no. 2, February, 1927, is the first issue of vol. 10. 
The publisher says ‘‘vol. 10, no. 1, was never published, 
yours truly,’’ just like that, as if it were the most com- 
monplace occurence imaginable. Lucky thing so few 
libraries subscribe, as our postage bill might otherwise 
increase in telling this sad story. We are still helping 
support the post office department telling about that 
Art and Archaeology, vol. 21, no. 5, which was omitted. 


The Reader is an illustrated bulletin for club women 
now published quarterly. Vol. 1, no. 1, was October, 
1924; no. 2, May, 1925; no. 2, revised, July, 1925; 
no. 3, March, 1926; no. 4, June, 1926. 

Searchlight on Congress, unfortunately for all of us, 
jncluding the publisher, did not publish vol. 11, no. 10.
